“Colorado,” the spicy correspondent 
of L a Crónica, sends the following 
letter to that paper, which we trans­ 
late: 
S a n t a B a r b a r a , July 25, 1874. 
The mornings in Santa Barbara are 
so beautiful that I started out early 
this morning on a pilgrimage around 
the outskirts of the city. I had walked 
about half a mile when I found my­ 
self opposite a tomb which attracted 
my attention; it was surrounded by 
au iron railing, and the whole enclosed 
in a lot adjoining the residence of 
Arza Porter, Esq., on Chapala street. 
To climb over the fence and advance 
on a tour of inspection was the work 
of a minute. Simply inscribed on the 
marble monument I read the follow­ 
ing inscription: 
“Isaac. J. Sparks, 
died June 16th, 1867, aged 67 years.” 
The brief sketch I am enabled to give 
you of this early pioneer, is due to his 
amiable and intelligent 
daughters, 
who kindly gave me all of my infor­ 
mation. 
Mr. Sparks was one of the veteran 
band of pioneers, born with the cen­ 
tury in Bowdoin, Maine. He in com­ 
pany with Captain Smith, J. J. W ar­ 
ner (jiow a much esteemed citizen of 
Los Angeles), a young man by the 
name of Minturn, and several others 
left St. Louis, Missouri, for Santa Fe, 
New Mexico. They were greatly har- 
rassed by the Pawnee and Comanche 
Indians on the way, and two of their 
number fell victims to the treachery 
of these savages, Captain Smith anti 
Minturn. At last they reached Santa 
Fe, and from there Mr. Sparks in com­ 
pany with Captain Young started on a 
traj p ng expedition to the Zueretaro 
mountains. 
From there they struck 
for Salt river: left that and followed 
the Uila river to the Yuma village, 
where they traded with the Indians. 
The party here separated, and Mr. 
Sparks with 
eleven 
others 
came 
through to California, and arrived at 
the Pueblo de Los Angeles 
ON T H E 10t h OF FEBRUARY, 1832. 
Their warfare with the Indians and 
wild beasts in their long journey 
across the plains being now over, they 
thought of no more dauger, when to 
their surprise they found th “mselves 
prisoners for traveling without a pass­ 
port. But Mr. Sparks was equal to 
the occasion, and he soon found an op­ 
portunity of 
making 
his escape. 
Alone, in a strange country without a 
dime in his pocket, but with his trusty 
liile on his shoulder, he made his way 
to Sail Pedro on foot. Here he shot 
his first otter, and began a business 
which in after years made him a rich 
man; and be it here said to his credit, 
that few men have done as much good 
as Mr. Sparks, with the wealth that 
God places within their reach. Never 
a beggar went away hungry from 
Ills 
door, 
and 
his 
hospitality 
and 
liberality was 
proverbial 
as 
the old Mission, with its venerable 
Franciscan Friars can bear witness to 
my assertion. But I must stop here, 
or I will never get through enumerat­ 
ing his virtues. Well, lie first shot 
liis otter, then swam for his prize— 
until he could afford to engage a 
swimmer; business increases, and he 
must needs get a boat and more men; 
at last we find him at the head of a 
company, with four large boats and 
twenty men. 
Mr. Sparks followed 
this business from 1832 to 1849, when 
the gold discoveries put everything 
topsy-turvy. He married and settled 
in Santa Barbara, and at the time of 
his death left his three daughters 
A HANDSOME FORTUNE. 
Flora, the eldest, is married to Capt. 
Mark Harloe, who commands the 
steamship Constantine, well known 
on this coast as one of the ablest navi­ 
gators, a perfect gentleman, courteous 
and obliging on deck, below or on 
shore, llosa, the next, is the happy 
wife of Arza Porter. Esq., formerly 
Sheriff of Santa Barbara county, who 
cau be seen at any time at home, car­ 
ing for his pet horses, while he whis­ 
tles " Yankee Doodle.” 
Sally, the 
younger, lately transformed into Mrs. 
Harkness, is “ honey-mooning” it at 
her ranch in San Luis Obispo county, 
milking cows, making cnecse and 
butter, picking blackberries and com­ 
ing home full of poison-oak, while her 
amiable husband (I have not the 
honor of his acquaintance) wishes the 
cows, cheese, berries, etc., were in the 
region below, and they safe at their 
home in Santa Barbara. 
And now 
comes mater fam ilias, Mrs. Sparks. 
She like the 
—— "Old w om an who lived In her shoe— 
She had so m any children t>he didn’t know 
w h at to do." 
Her three daughters represent so 
many happy families, and she is 
troubled to know with which of the 
three to spend most of her time.

brick where once stood au orna­ 
ment of Santa Barbara—the College 


of the Sisters of Charity. One cannot 
but feel their heavy loss and applaud 
the patience and perseverance with

which they arc striving to rebuild the 
splendid edifice, lately consumed by 
the flames. 
Not being very fond of 
sad rtfl actions, I will leave this theme 
and go in quest of some other subject, 
Ah! I have stumbled on a rock, cross­ 
ing the creek—and that reminds me 
that I am close to Don Louis T. Bur­ 
ton’s property. There is a subject for 
our consideration. 
He offers bis 
homestead, twenty-eight acres of land, 
washed by the ocean waves, at a very 
fair price, for the purpose of building 
A $100,000 HOTEL, 
and negotiations are actually pend­ 
ing with that end in view. How­ 
ever, 
that 
ha9 not 
much to do 
with pioneers in 
Santa 
Barbara, 
and they all more or less love to re­ 
count their experiences in their en­ 
deavors to reacli the El Dorado. 
Mr. Burton still nourishes an affec­ 
tionate keepuke from the natives 
while otter hunting on the coast before 
the gold discovery. 
It is a bullet 
lodged in his back-bone, which has 
never been extracted, and experience 
tells him that it is a most uncomfort­ 
able lodger, as sometimes it makes 
him keep to his bed. Still, I saw him 
this morning, as healthy and robust 
as a man can be who is inhabited by 
a leaden bullet. 
Don Luis is a wealthy man, and h¡9 
only son, J. Ben Burton, is now navi­ 
gating the Japan Seas, following liis 
father’s former profession of hunting 
the sea otter. 
Again I am tired, and will send this

Castac Placer Mines. 


Col. R. M. W i l l i a m s has returned 
from the Castac minea, where he went 
last week with a force of hands and a 
supply of tools and provisions for the 
purpose of digging a ditch from Eliz­ 
abeth Lake, 
lie reports the road up 
the cafion much easier to make than 
lie expected. The hands at work on 
it will make it a good wagon road to 
the head of the ditch in a few days. 
There are no hills and very little grad­ 
in g on the banks. The camp is in a 
beautiful grove, with a hue stream of 
water running by it. Tin* old mining 
engineer had made a preliminary 
survey of the ditch before Colonel 
W i l l i a m s left, and to the great de­ 
light of the company he found the 
ditch could be shortened nearly two 
miles by crossing a rtdge that the 
company had thought was too high for 
the fountain-head. It turns out that 
they will have one hundred and forty 
feet fall above the ridge. There is no 
fear of failure now. This company 
have the means and the energy to put 
this enterprise through, and from all 
accounts when the water is on these 
rich mines it will bo the best mining 
interest south of 
San 
Francisco. 
There arc thousands of acres of low 
foot hills upon which you cannot get 
a pan of dirt that does not yield from 
two to sixty cents to the pan. Wheu 
the water is brought to these placers, 
there will be thousands of miners set 
at work. For thirty years the natives 
have been packing earth from these 
mines on donkeys several miles to 
water. Hundreds of excavations re­ 
main to show the ancient sign. An 
acquaintance with the customs and 
habits of the old Southern Californi­ 
ans is necessary to explain the reason 
this rich treasure has lain idle so long. 
Another feature of some moment in 
regard to these mines is: the Southern 
Pacitic Railroad can find a better 
crossing and shorten their route to 
San Francisco over thirty miles by 
running their road up this cañón to 
Elizabeth Lake.

“ Municipal Purposes.’’ 


San Francisco is endeavoring to 
avoid the payment of the Spring Val­ 
ley W ater Company’s bill, by proving 
the constitutionality of the E n s ig n 
Act. On the petition for a rehearing 
of the case before the Supreme Court, 
City and County Attorney B u r n e t t 
has filed a brief in which the act is de­ 
fended as creating a corporation for 
municipal purposes, anil as being a 
general law conforming to the require­ 
ments of the Constitution. The prop­ 
osition sought to be proven is that the 
laying down of water-pipes in the 
public streets of a city and county, 
city, or town, and the introduction of 
water into the territorial limits of a 
city and county, city, or town, for the 
use of the inhabitants thereof, are mu­ 
nicipal acts, and the means thereto 
and the purposes thereof are munici­ 
pal. In support of his position Mr. 
B u r n e t t quotes decisions from Mas­ 
sachusetts, Alabama and Maryland re­ 
ports. The sole argument is to estab­ 
lish the two points, first, that the con­ 
tract between E n s ig n and the city 
was for municipal purposes, and sec­ 
ond, that it was made under and in 
conformity with the general law. 
In 
no part of the brief is an attempt 
made to maintain the constitutional­ 
ity of special or exclusive franchise 
legislation. Mr. B u r n e t t seems to 
admit the soundness of the Supreme 
Court decision on that very vital 
point in the case, and relies solely on 
the assumption that the corporation 
was formed in accordance with the 
general law. The answer to Mr. B u r ­ 
n e t t ’s argument is short yet it com­ 
pletely overturns every proposition 
advanced. It is this: I f the E n s ig n 
contract was one of those corporations 
that m ay be formed under the general 
laws, why ivas a special Act thought 
•necessary to give it a legal existence ? 
This is the sole point at issue, and it 
is this alone on which tho Court will 
decide the case. All corporations cre­ 
ated by special Act are unconstitu­ 
tional, and when a corporation sets up 
that it was formed under the general 
lawr, it must show that its creation 
was in no mannerdue to a special Act.

LETTER FROM SAN FERNANDO. 


Sheep Raising. 


Quite recently, J. H. K ir k p a t r ic k 
sold to our townsman, S p e n c e r H. 
W i l s o n , thirty-one sheep of Spanish 
Merino blood. The llock consists of 
two rams and twenty-nine ewes. A 
few days ago these sheep were sheared 
and tlie following is the yield in wool: 
The fleece of one ram weighed twenty- 
eight pounds—fifteen months’ clip; 
that of the other ram weighed twenty- 
six pounds and ten ounces—same pe­ 
riod of growth. The growth of the 
ewe’s fleece was fourteen months, and 
the average weight of the twenty-nine 
fleeces was sixteen pounds four ounces. 
The lightest weighed twelve pounds, 
aud the heaviest twenty-one pounds 
four ounces. 
These are extra fine 
sheep, and wo call attention to their 
heavy yield of wool for the purpose of 
showing the advantages of growing 
flne-blooded sheep over the common 
stock. Leaving texture out of sight, 
the fleece of one sheep like those of 
Mr. W i l s o n will more than average 
three taken from the backs of common 
sheep. One of theso Spanish Merino 
sheep will consume no more food than 
the sheep that will shear but three or 
four pounds of wool. Iudecd, experi­ 
enced wool growers tell us that it costs 
more to feed a common sheep than a

E d i t o r H e r a l d : The reports from 
the oil wells in the San Fernando 
mountains are extremely favorable.

Professor Denton’s Lecture.

ley on the Globe. 


A large audience gathered at Grange 
Hall last evening to listen to Professor 
Denton, on the “ Origin of Man.” 
He 
commenced by saying: 
W e live in a 
world swarm ing with life, vegetable 
life and anim al life, life within life, 
unimalcuhe 
innum erable—and here 
we find ourselves. 
How come we 
here ? This is the question for us to 
answer to-night. There are but two 
answers to this question. 
W e came 
into life either by miracle or vitality, 
tinder the laws of nature as taught by 
science. There are no now operations 
to-day. 
The same laws operated a 
million years ago that we find in opera­ 
tion to-day. 
H ere the speaker enu­ 
merated tlie laws governing and con­ 
trolling the elements, and coming to 
the law of life he said, nothing is found 
by miracle. 
In early times, supersti­ 
tion prevailed, even 
thunder 
and 
lightning and earthquakes were not 
understood. 
Now science enlightens 
the mind and explains all things. The 
law of life, of vitality, is the law of 
production and re-produetion, 
aud 
the 
operations 
of 
this 
law, 
beginning 
down 
at 
the 
bottom, 
has 
always 
been 
in 
operation. 
H e read authority showing that vital 
germs exist in nature, aud from natu­ 
ral causes. 
Innum erable beings are 
produced in sealed flasks of water, 
heated to nearly 300°—far above where 
life can be sustained. 
H e spoke of 
m any laws in process of production 
and reproduction; when, coming to 
the law of variation, he shewed how, 
in tho vegetable world and animal 
kingdom, unlikes as well as likes are 
produced by the same species, thus 
contributing to a great divergence 
from the original stock. 
H e noxt 
mentioned the law of hereditary trans­ 
mission—a very marked law, discov­ 
ered everywhere. 
N ext he named the 
law of modification—all life is modi­ 
fied by the elements surrounding aud 
coming in contact with the subjects 
eudowed w ith life. 
Man aud anim als 
living at a great elevation must have 
large lungs, aud their progeny will be 
adapted to th a t atmosphere. 
H e had 
seen little plants in England grow to 
trees in California. 
He next treated 
tlie law of natural selection. Trees 
and anim als produce a thousand tunes 
more seed than can survive. 
A crab 
will produce 90,000,000 young—au oak 
a million acorns. 
In each instance, 
but few survive to reproduce. There 


is a struggle for life am ong the 
young everywhere and in all things. 
The Professor quoted Darwin quite 
freely, but stated he differed widely 
from him. 
H ow everything resem­ 
bles the conditions of life which sur­ 
round them. 
Those blind laws do not 
produce m aturity, yet we cannot leave 
them out. 
It is the spirit of m an op­ 
erating with these natural laws. 
In 
addition to these laws there ate point­ 
ers. 
First, metamorphoses — passing 
through a series of changes. 
Here 
the speaker followed tho steps and 
linkings from the fish, the lowest life 
to the reptile, the bird, the mammals, 
and through these various orders of 
m am m als rising into a higher life and 
a bettercondition till we find man as 
the highest and most perfect specimen, 
showing strikingly the sim ilarity all 
along in these various stages of pro­ 
gress. The anatom ical structure isa 
great pointer. 
The advancing forms 
of life are another striking pointer— 
redundant organs— organs or no use, 
are another pointer. I t has taken m il­ 
lions of years to m ake 
man, and 
lie is far from being perfect yet. W hen 
man believes in the great indwelling 
spirit working within, according to 
these laws in nature, producing these 
wonderful changes, it elevates m an’s 
estim ate of the Supremo being. There 
are great gaps to fill in tlie stages of 
life, but geology 
supplies ail. 
Man 
was made from the dust, away down 
at the bottom and after millions of 
years ha9 reached his high estate—Ills 
noble and Godlike figure and position. 
The speaker reviewed the various ob­ 
jections to th¡9 theory but we cannot 
follow him. 
H e denounced tlie idea 
of degradation to m an in coming 
from tlie lower order of anim als—the 
degradation is on the other side. 
If 
Govt made man 0,000 years ago, a per­ 
fect man, after his own image, how 
had lie degenerated in 0,000 years 
(pointing to the numerous horrible 
faces of hum anity on his charts be­ 
fore the audience). 
In six thousand 
years more we will be crawling on tlie 
ground, and scrambling am ong the 
branches, 
and in 0,000 more tvhere 
would we be t A noble thought that 
m an ha9 arisen so high and still liv­ 
ing in God. and God m ay live in us if 
we are worthy. The ideal of goodness 
is God, and nian should love and serve 
him. 
It is impossible in such a re­ 
port to m ake the reader understand 
tite lecturer as tlie hearer heard him. 
Tlie Professor was often applauded, 
Ilis them e for to-morrow night is: 
“ The Destiny of M an.”

lying north and west of them.

called upon to preside, made a few 
introductory 
rem arks 
introducing 
Capt. Beane, the Secretary of the 
Board 
of Incorporators, 
who pro­ 
ceeded to lay 
before the m eeting 
the object 
of 
tbe 
enteprise, 
the 
progress which had been made, and 
finally to re id the article of incorpora­ 
tion which heads the subscription list. 
The reading of this paper was listened 
to with interest especially as it pro­ 
vides for a narrow gauge railway 
equipped with T iron rails laid on the 
cross ties, and extending from the city 
of Los Angeles to Independence, Inyo 
county. 
Cant. Beane, before retiring, intro­ 
duced Mr. Crawford, the Engineer of 
the Company, who gave a brief de­ 
scription of tne topographical features 
of tlie route via Cajon Pass, grades, 
distances and elevations; exhibited 
the map and answered numerous ques­ 
tions propounded by parties familiar 
with tne country traversed. 
During the meeting, speeches were 
made by Judges Boren, Swift and 
Rolfe, Messrs, J. Walters, Roe, Jacobs, 
Katz, Kelting and others. The uni­ 
versal sentim ent breathed by all was 
opposition to monopoly and favorable 
to any connection which would bind 
them to the m ining regions of Pana- 
m int and Cerro Gordo, and ensure 
them an outlet to tbe sea, and reduc­ 
tion of the present grievously heavy 
freight rates. 
During the course of 
their remarks the speakers were fre­ 
quently applauded. 
At the close of the m eeting Judge 
Boren offered a series of resolutions 
indorsing the project, and appointing 
a committee or five to co-operate with 
tlie Board of Incorporators of the Los 
Angeles and Independence Railroad, 
solicit subscriptions, eto. The follow­ 
ing committee was nominated and 
elected by the meeting: Messrs. Boren, 
Waters, *Roe, Jacobs and Dr. Barton; 
after which the meeting adjourned 
to meet again at a call from the 
committee.
